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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.SC 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, in lines 7-8 the fasteners are described as fasteners that will shear, 
but in line 1 3 only some of the fosterers will shear. It is not clear how many (some or 
all) of the fasteners will shear. 

In the last line it is not clear how the knife is permitted to pivot. There is no 
means set forth which will allow the knife to pivot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vaughn. 

The upper portion of the bracket 23 is the mounting flange, and the lower portion 
of the bracket is the knife flange. If the two fasteners at the lower portion of the bracket 
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were to fail or shear during use, then the bracket and the knife 18 would pivot out of the 
way of the debris which caused the fasteners to shear. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 4, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Vaughn. 

To mount the knife at a 45 degree angle, and to mount the knife on the drawbar 
would have been obvious in order to locate the knife at an optimum angle and position 
to scrape the track depending on the size or type of vehicle. 

The distance the knife is spaced from the track would have been obvious as a 
design expedient based on the track, the vehicle, the type of environment in the which 
the vehicle is operated, the type of debris which is generally encountered, etc. 

7. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vaughn in 
view of Chappell et al. 

For the fastener apertures to be elongated would have been obvious as taught 
by Chappell et al in order to allow the knife to be adjustably mounted and/or to 
compensate for wear on the knife blade. 
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8. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vaughn in view of Keedy. 

For the knife and bracket to be mounted to a pillow block on the vehicle would 
have been obvious as taught by Keedy et al in order to optimize the position of the knife 
on a particular vehicle. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show other track and wheel cleaners.
